Gang- 


Why not call Deeter's beer bottle tube process "canning", as that is 
exactly what you do when you can vegetables and fruits on the top of your 
stove. 

The laws of thermodynamics, however, lead me to recall that boiling 
water, or any other liquid, transfers heat by liberating mass; that is, 
evaporation. The greater quantity of water from the largest pot possible 
merely serves to provide greater temperature stability in whatever it is that 
is being boiled, like the beer bottles, due to thermal capacitance. Since 
heat transfer is dependent upon temperature, and the temperature of the boiling 
water remains constant, the beer bottles will merely reach the same 
temperature as the water and no further heat transfer will take place. What 
you end up with is a nice *suction*x, but not a vacuum on the order required 
for a vacuum tube. Also, since the bottles are vented to the anbient air, 
the insides of the beer bottles will remain very close to atmospheric 
pressure anyway. 

If, however, you were to connect a vacuum pump to each beer bottle, 
the heat from the boiling water may assist the pump somewhat. But, you'd 
still need that vacuum pump to make such tubes. Also, you'd want to fire 


the insides of the tubes to liberate air molecules that may stick, so you're 
back to the same way tubes are made in the first place. 

A tube made from a beer bottle would certainly draw interest at a 
science fair, however, especially if it was functioning in a circuit!
